Persons running for 
ASSSC office can pick up 
their petitions Monday in 
Adm. 230. The petitions must 


be signed by 25 ASSSC card- 
holder and returned to Dr. 
Christie’s office by Friday 
noon, April 18. 

President, vice-president, and 
gsecretary-treasurer candidates 
must have attended school here 
@t least one year prior to the 
time of taking office, and their 
specified grade-point averages 
must be maintained throughout 
their time in office. The presi- 
dent, who presides at Student 
Council and ASSSC meetings, 
must have a total of 9C units and 
@ grade-point average of 2.5. The 
qualifications of the vice-presi- 
dent, whose duty it is to preside 
at meetings of the Cabinet of 
Co-ordinators, are the same as 
those of the president, while the 
secretary-treasurer needs a total 
of 60 units and have a 2.0 grade- 
point average and 60 units of 
completed work.

Toward Channel 6 


The goal for the Educational 
Television station was reached 
March 31. Thig was the deadline. 
The goal was $100,000. This 
amount was matched by $100,000 
from the Ford Foundation, The 
Station will probably go into op- 
eration in September of this 
year. The station is a part of a 
network of educational stations 
across the country. The stations 
were sanctioned by the FCC in 
1952. They approved of 242 sta- 
tions, and there are now thirty 
in operation. 

Sacramento State raised $118 
to contribute to the local fund. 
This is the money raised for a 
student chapter of the station. 
People who donated are non- 
voting members of the station. If 
they made the regular ten-dol- 
lar donation, they are voting 
members. 

The campus drive was spon- 
sored by Alpha Phi Omega and 
Circle K. They were assisted by 
the Rally Committee and CSTA. 
Dr. Berwin Collentine, assistant 
professor of speech, was the fac- 
ulty sponsor for the college. APO 
made the largest single contribu- 
tion. They donated $25,

With the completion of the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association boxing championship two weeks ago, the ques- 
tion arose as to where the national tournament will be held 
next year. The solution is still unsettled and the members of 
the NCAA committee are scattered over the nation once 
again. 

It seems that Reno was favored by some and most of the 
Nevada delegation left feeling confident that they will spon- 
sor the nation wide event next April 2nd, 3rd, and 4th with 
the Pacific Coast Intercollegiates here two weeks earlier on 
March 19th, 20th and 21st. The Memorial Auditorium has 
been reserved for the latter dates. 

However, the PC! tournament was held in Reno this 
vear and the event did not draw as well as had been hoped. 
It seems that a national tourney would do little better. 

The city of San Jose, due to the first team title ever by 
the Spartans, put in a late bid for the tournament but the 
argument against this move is finding a large enough build- 
ing to hold the bouts. 

Idaho State originally was in line for the nationals in 
Pocatell in 1959. but coach Dubby Holt would just as soon 
wait until 1960. His-team will be in the rebuilding stage and 
he fears the team mav not be strong enough next year to 
recanture the team crown. 

Washineton State College coach Ike Deeter sauashed 
the idea of holdine the championship in Spokane. “We tried 
duel meets in Spokane and they didn’t exci'e the people too 
much.” 

One possible solution was mentioned, but it hardly 
seems likely. The idea would be to drop the PCI competition 
and have just one championship—the Nationals. The plan 
would have Sacramento to be awarded the event annually 
just as it has staged the coast matches regularly since 1929. 
Manv of the officials who saw how this tournament was so 
expertly handled and how well it drew are apnarently be- 
hind the move to make Sacramento the annual site of the 
NCAA finals 

SSC would no doubt welcome the chance to sponsor the 
tournament again. 

Sacramento has been host to college boxing for almost 
39 years. Onlv twice before this vear have the coast matches 
been moved from this city. Tehy were held in Seattle and 
Oakland, but quickly returned. 

Whatever the outcome, the final decision as to where 
the 1959 championship will be held is up to the executive 
committee of the NCAA. .

The Hornets open their Far Western Conference base- 
ball season tomorrow afternoon with a doubleheader slated 
against Humboldt State. SSC will be seeking to defend their 
FWC crown for the fifth time. 

Being the champs four years running makes the 
Hornets the favorites, but the weatherman has been very 
unkind to the SSC diamond men and they are behind in both 
their conditioning and games played. But coach Hal Wolf's 
nine can not be counted out of the race and should repeat 
as champions.

San Jose State College wor its 
first National Collegiate Athletic 
Association boxing chapionship 
and Szcramento State Colege 
Hornet's Jim Flood ce#ptured his 
second straight NCAA title when 
he walked off with the 16° pound 
crown during the natiena) tourna~- 
ment held two weeks ago in the 
Memoria) Auditocium. Flood won 
@ 156 pounds last year. 

The Spartans in, racking up 
their initia) warm title for coach 
Julie Menendez eutscored last 
years defending champ ons, 
Idaho State College, 33-21. Wash- 
ington State College tallied 18 
points to place third. 

Trailing the winners were the 
University of Wisconsin with 10 
points, SSC nine, Michigan State 
eight, Nevada and Ca) Poly four, 
College of Idaho three, Hawaii, 
Virginia and California one each. 

The big moment for the 4,000 
spectators, who jammed the audi- 
torium for the final night of the 
three day competition, came when 
Fioed outslugged Wisconsin's 
Bob Christopherson for the 165 
pound crown. It was a fast, hard 
hitting bout and the verdict was 
a close one. 

Eddie Coie judged Flood the 
winner 29 to 28; Joey August 
had it 28 to 27 im the SSC 
champ’s favor and Dale Wren 
called it 29 to 29, but gave Flood 
the nod on aggressiveness. 

The decision was greeted by 
cheers and jeers, but the Hornet 
belter made the fight and thereby 
earned the victory. 

It was Flood’s second tough 
fight of the tournament. He ran 
into Michigan State's John Gehan 
on the opening right card and 
although the eastern boxer gave 
Flood trouble for two rounds, the 
Hornets’ stamina and ring savy 
earned him the nod. 

San Jose all but sewed up the 
team title in the first two match- 
es of the final night when T. C. 
Chung decisioned Cal Poly’s Ed 
Murakami m the 112 pound 
curtain raiser and 119 pounder 
Bob Tafoya reversed his PC] loss 
to Nick Spanakos, College of 
Idaho, when he captured a close 
decision. 

Welvin Stroud’s victory over 
Nevada's Joe Bliss settled the 
issue for the Spartans. These 
139 pounders put on a rousing 
battle with Bliss ripping lefts and 
Stroud countering with his bolo 
punch. It was a split decision 
for the crowd pleasing Stroud, 
but the match might have gone 
the other way. 

But the San Jose victory was 
padded when heavyweight Archie 
Milton, who had dethroned Idaho 
State’s defending champion, Hal 
reversed the order, winning the
